т" Compression Ratio 

The increase in engine compression 
ratio is perhaps the most significant of 
these factors. "By raising the compres- 
sion ratio the air-fuel mixture is squeez- 
ed or compressed into a smaller space 
within the cylinder. This not only es 
the compression pressure in the cylind- 
er, but also increases power output. 
As a result of this steady increase in 
compression ratio over the past 15 
years, present-day engines are about 
the same size as yesterday's engine, but 
develop nearly, twice the average hors 
power. The average compression r: 
of passenger in 1949 was 
compared to l in 1964; average 
horsepower has increased from 105 to 
203 during thé same period.

The higher power output and tem- 
peratures resulting from increases i 
the compression ratio impose gr 
heat loads onthe fuel in the combus- 
tion chamber. Under such operating 
conditions, а cfrítical point exists where- 
in spontaneous ignition of the uburn- 
ed air-fuel charge can occur ahead of 
the normal spark plug ignition and 
flame front: passage. These premature 
explosions cause shock waves which 
manifest themselves as audible knock 
to the motorist. 


The antiknock characteristics of 
gasolines are/related to the thermal 
stresses whicH'the fuels can endure and 
are measured by the well-known octane 
number.

knock, overheating, loss of power, and 
possible damage to engine parts. If the 
spark timing is retarded as a means to 
alleviate these problems, a considerable 
loss in performance is incurred. In or- 
der to realize the gains resulting from 
increased compression ratio, the octane 
number of the fuel must keep pace with 


the octane number requirement of the 
engine. The petroleum industry has 
steadily increased gasoline octane rat- 
ings to meet engine needs, with aver- 
age premium grade fuels going from 
87 octane in 1948 to 100 octane in 1964, 
and average regular grade fuels from 
80 to 93.5. However, further increases 
in octane ratings of fuels have some 
practical and economic limitations.

Although this discussion is primar- 
ily directed toward passenger car en- 
pines, similar problems with high-speed 
nock and preiginition are becoming 
quite common in truck and bus engines. 
The performace level of these power 
plants has also been increased throug } 
the development of high speed units 
with higher compression ratios. Since 
1954, the average engine speed at peak 
power output has gone up from 3000 to 
3900 RPM and the average compres- . 
sion ratio has increased from 6.6 to 
7.8:1. The usual deposit build-up ef- 
fects associated with these changes, 
knock and preignition, are particularly 
serious since truck operators much рге- 
fer to use the lower-cost regular grade 
gasolines. This practice trades perfor- 
mance for economy in order to ¢om- 
pete with diesel engine trucks in heavy 
duty service, i 


Engine Durability ? 


As noted at the beginning of this 
report, the modern gasoline engine has 
reached new H in performance. At 
the same time the ханаа pantis dè- 
mands for engine dependability and 
АШАН are closely aligned with those 
performance for over-all t; anspor td 
tion efficiency. ПРА wer al bay Шу ex- 
panding network of high speed inter- 
state expressways and toll roads re- 
quires improved durability character- 
istics. It is not uncommon for a motor- 
ist to cruise steadily at 70 mph for 2-4 
hours at a time without interruption by 
stop signs or lights on a long weekend 
trip, then drive under 40 mph in urban 
traffic only a few miles each day for 
the rest of the week. The new car war- 
ranties of up to 50,000 miles require 
relatively trouble-free operation under 
all types of driving conditions. 
Although engine lubrication is pro- 
bably a more critical factor in engine 
durability, fuels and/or additives. can 
have a significant influence on engine 
life. Heat and deposits affect cylinder 
and piston rieg waer, valve life, and , 
spark plug performance; engine com- 
ponents and is subject to any benefits 
which may be eimparted by the fuel. 


ж. Summary 7 


Deposit build-up in the combus- 
tion chamber is the major problem 
which adversely affects modern auto- 
motive gasoline engine performance. ! 
These deposits are primarily respon- 
sible for increased octane requirements 
and abnormal surface ignition tenden- 
cies, all of which result in detonation, 
lost power, and egnine damage. 

Although the ideal solution is coms 
plete elimination of these deposits, this 
goal does not appear feasible at the 
present time. A more immediate arid’? 
practical solution would be to change 
their heat transfer characteristics, 
glowing tendenciés, and minimize vol- 
ume buildup. 

Better fuel economy, power, and 
efficiency can be obtained at compres- 
sion ratios up to 17:1. Further -break- 
throughs in either fuel or engine tech- 
nology are necessray to take advantage '' 
of these future compression ratio 
trends without octane requirement and 
surface ignition penalties,
